In Alabama and the states border- 
ing on the Mississippi river the crop 
Is in very line condition. The rain- 
fall was altogether beneficial, and 
the outlook Is nearly all that It can 
be. The crop is In line cultivation 
and the plants are large and well 
grown for the season and fruiting 
heavily. 

Throughout the whole belt, except 
in localities merely, the crop has' 
been put In thorough cultivation andi 
the question of acreage Is therefore | 
fully determined. The crop advanced! 
as a whole during the week, the set- 1 
backs being due largely to excessive, 
rainfall. 

The crop Is being rapidly “laid by" 
as the plant has now often attained 
assise that will not permit of further 
cultivation.
